TIONS REGARDING 
STRAY ANIMALS 


The following is°a synopsis of\hie 
regulations ‘respecting estray animals, 
which have been adopted by the four 
bands ‘of Indians on the Hobbema Re- 
servation; and which have been con- 
firmed by His Excellency, the Goyer: 
nor General in Council: 

The poundkeeper shall have suitable 
premises for the keep and shelter of 
all animals taken up, and shall keep 
proper records of same. Every day ho 
neglects to care for such animal he 
is liable to a penalty of from $1.00 to 
$3.00 for such negligence. \ 

Notices describing’ the animal shall 
be placed in at least six places ‘on or 
adjoining the reserve, and if the an- 
imal {sg not claimed within twenty 
days after the posting of notice, the 
animal shall be sold after eight days’ 
notice ‘of such proposed sale. 

The expenses connected with the 
keeping of an estray shall be defrayed 
from-the receipts of the sale, and the 
residue, if any, shall be paid to the

TWO DISTRICTS 
HAVE ASKED FOR 
NEW HOSPITALS 


Two new municipal 
tricts have been added to the list. Red 
Deer district, which has just been es- 
tabiished, will comprise, the city of 
Red Deer, the villages of Sylvan Lake, 
Delburne, Penhold and Rocky Moun- 
tain House, all of municipal districts 
338, 389, 342, 348, 401 and 403, and 
parts of municipal districts¢340, 371, 
398, 399 and 400.

“BONE DRY BY 
BIG MAJORITY 
| 


Toronto,. April .18.—Ontario Lioday 
voted for “bone. dry prohibition” on 
the ballot ito stop importation by a 
majority ‘of probably 125,000 to 200,- 
000, on an estimated vote of 600,000 to. 
700,000 for the entire province, Owing! 
to the fact that the results are being 
compiled :unofficially, and subject to 
many duplications, only estimates are 
available. .The indubitable fact is, 
however,, that the electors of the pro- 
vince have voted by a fair majority 
to join the provinces of ‘Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, Manitoba and Nova Scotia 
in the: prohibition: of importation as 
well as the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within the provincial borders. 

Early returns by no means showed 
a definite trend. For a time the 
“wets” had it, but it was because the 
first results were from the cities. 

Ottawa, Windsor, Kitchener, Kings- 
ton, Brockville, Fort William, St. Cath. 
erines, Belleville, Guelph and Port Ar- 
thur voted “no.” London, Brantford, 
Stratford, Peterboro, Niagara Falls, 
Woodstock, Chatham, St. Thomas and 
Owen Sound “yes.”

At the last plebiscite on the ques- 
tion of prohibition the province gave 
a majority’ of 246,000 against the pro- 
position to sell liquor under govern- 
ment control. The vote at that time 
was taken in conjunction with a pro- 
vincial general election, which ac- 
counts, according to the prohibition 
leaders, ‘for the much smaller general 
vote today. 

The result of the voting today will 
be the application of the Dominion 
law prohibiting importation from any 
other province, state or country. Al- 
so as the result of today’s majority the 
province will put into force the Sandy 
bill prohibiting “short circuiting” or 
delivery’ within the province of liquor 
manufactured in the province, for 
there is still no law prohibiting the 
manufacturing of intoxicating liquors 
in Ontario/w'. {

"(CARE OF LEATHER 


The ‘proper’ drying of ‘boots and 
shoes after they havo become soak- 
ing wet hag much to do with their 
lasting qualities. The use of the pro- 
per kind of oil: or grease will greatly 
increase the wear of shoe leather, 
» When. leather is wet, itis soft and 
therefore readily stretches’ out’ of 
shape. The stitches cut through the 
‘wet leather easily and wet ‘soles and 
heels wear away. rapidly, 

Great care must be taken in drying 
wet boots and shoes, for they often 
burn before ‘it. seems possible; more- 
over, if dried too fast, the leather de- 


comes. hard and the boots shrink out 


of shape. .To dry wet boots properly, 
first wash off all mud or>grit with 
tepid water, and, if they are heavy 
work boots, oil. or. grease them at 
once, Straighten the counters, toes 
and uppers to the proper shape, and 
stuff. ‘the toes with crumpled poper, 
to hold the! boots in shape while dry- 
ing. Sét the shoes in a place where 
they will. dry. slowly; wet leather 
burns very easily, and if it is placed 
where it is hotter than the hand can 
bear, it is almost sure to burn. The 
shoes should not be worn until thor- 
oughly dry. t 

Before oiling or. greasing. boots, 
brush them well, warm them care- 
fully, apply warm oil or grease, and 
rub in with the palm of the hand. 
Work the grease well in where the 
sole joins the upper and along the 
edges of the sole. 

Neat's-foot, cod and castor oils 
and tallow and wool grease, or mix- 
tures of them, are the best. Castor 
oil is the most satisfactory oil for use 
on polished shoes. If applied lightly, 
the shoes may be polished at once, if 
necessary, but it is better to wait a 
few hours. 

A good mixture for waterproofing 
leather is: neutral wool grease, 8 oun- 
ces; dark petrolatum, 4 ounces; par- 
aflin wax, 4 ounces. This should be 
heated, thoroughly mixed, and allowed 
to cool. Before using, it should be 
warmed to blood Jheat. Care must be 
taken when warming that it does not 
catch fire.

this severe loss. Smut ig more or less 
common in practically all untreated 
oats, and many farmers who know 
about the treatment simply neglect 
to treat the seed. Those who have 
been persuaded to apply the treatment 
express surprise at its simplicity ‘and 
ease, and are convinced that a gain of 
from one dollar to five .dollars per 
acre has been made. The treatment 
for an acre requires only a few cents 
worth of formalin, a bucket of water 
and a few minutes work. The follow- 
ing method is recommended: Mix 
one pint of formalin with 40 gallons 
of water. Place the grain to be treat- 
ed in a heap on a clean canvas or 
floor, Sprinkle the formalin solution 
over the grain, then shovel the grain 
over ‘into another pile s0 as to mix 
it thoroughly, then sprinkle and shovel 
again. Repeat this until every grain 
is moistened by the solution; then cov- 
er the pile with sacking and leave 
for three or four hours. At the end 
of this time spread the grain out 
thinly to dry; shovelling it over three 
or four times will hasten the drying. 
Forty gallons of the formalin solution 
is suflicient to sprinkle between thirty 
und forty bushels of grain.
